So far, | must say that 
my favorites are Man Of War and 
Airman. Of course, these are still 
early stages of the game. As the 
series progresses, who knows? [ 
also await the intro of the Arrow 
and the Ferret. They both look 
terrific! 

One really decent thing 
about Protectors, as | have men- 
tioned before, is your intent to put 
a hard edge—an atmosphere af 
the ‘90s—into the story. If this 
carries out as you have planned, | 
can see this series as being the 
next Watchmen, on an indepen- 
dent scene of course. | hope it 
works out.
